A fourteen year old blind girl is expected to aitend Altona North High School next year, The student, 
Down Weston of Saltley Street, Kingsville, is at present a third form student ot the Burwood School for the Blind. 

Totally blind since 11 months old, Dawn began attending the blind school at three years of age. 

In recent years it has become the Blind School’s folicy to send their students at fourth form level to norma! 
schools to be integrated into the everyday lives of sighted students. 

A blind girl in their midst will be a new experience for the school. But Dawn plans to enter fourth form 
as a normal student. She will record all lectures on tapes, At night she will play them back and notes she wishes 


| to keep for reference, Dawn will record on her Braille machine. 


The machine was given to her six years ago by the boys of Altona North Technical School. The boys bought 
the machine with money contributed by themselves to the school’s social service fund. 

It ploys a vital part in Dawn’s education. 

Last week Dawn visited the school in the company of her mother. With them were Mr. Arthur McKay 
who also is blind. He spoke to an assembly of students and demonstrated how his guide dog “’Alice’’ would lead 
him through a crowd of people.
